DNA amplification assays demonstrate 
positive staining in one kidney tumor tissue sample. This low occurence of true positives in a statistically noisy environment of true 
negatives, false positives and false negatives means that the claimed antibody is not useful for diagnosing this cancer, prostate cancer or 
any other. Since there is little additional information about the protein produced by the PRO gene, use of the claimed antibody for cancer 
diagnosis cannot be seen as enabled without evidence or data supporting a specific function for the claimed products. Furthermore, 
since the claimed antibody stains a minority of kidney cancers, and since the function of the cognate PRO protein is not known, it would 
not be useful to use the claimed antibody to identify the protein. 
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
